“  Those  who  are  candidates  for  election  as  Honorary 
“  Surgical  Officers  shall  be  engaged  solely  in  consulting 
“  practice  in  obstetrics  and  gynaecology  and  shall  be 
“  Fellows  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England  or 
“  Scotland,  and  Fellows  or  Members  of  the  Royal  College  of 
“  Obstetricians  and  Gynaecologists.’' 

(b)  That  Rule  9  be  repealed  and  the  following  new  Rule 
substituted  : — 

“  That  each  Honorary  Surgeon  shall  see  his  gynaecological 
“  out-patients  at  least  once  a  week  at  the  hospital,  and  his 
“  in-patients  at  least  twice  a  week.  Each  Honorary  Surgeon 
“  shall  be  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  his  own  patients 
"  in  the  midwifery  department  of  the  hospital  but  such 
“  arrangements  as  the  Board  deem  necessary  shall  be  made 
“  from  time  to  time  after  consultation  with  the  Honorary 
“  Surgical  Staff  for  the  general  control  and  efficient  manage- 
"  ment  of  the  department.” 

(c)  That  Rule  11  be  altered  by  insertion  of  the  following 
between  the  first  and  second  sentences  : — 

“  The  Board  may  allocate  to  such  Honorary  Consulting 
“  Surgeons,  for  such  period  as  the  Board  think  fit,  the  use 
“  of  not  more  than  six  beds.” 

5.  That  the  best  thanks  of  this  meeting  be  given  to  Col.  Wm. 
Howson,  for  his  services  as  Honorary  Treasurer  and  that  he  be  re¬ 
appointed,  and  that  Messrs.  John  Watson,  Sons  &  Wheatcroft  be 
appointed  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  That  the  best  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  given  to  the  Medical 
Officers  for  their  valuable  services  to  the  Hospital.

(being  contributors  to  the  “  Id.  in  the  £  "  Scheme)  a  proportion 
of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Maternity  Benefit. 


INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURE. 

Ordinary  Income  fell  by  £3,738  (totals  £50,422  v  £54,160). 
A  large  decrease  in  ordinary  income  from  the  Contributory 
Scheme,  amounting  to  £6,466,  was  partly  balanced  by  increased 
revenue  from  other  sources.  Other  substantial  payments 
were,  however,  received  from  the  Id.  in  the  £  Scheme,  and  are 
referred  to  later. 

The  total  expenditure  amounted  to  £90,541,  an  increase  of 
£18,287  over  the  previous  year.  Nearly  half  the  increase 
represents  higher  rates  of  salaries  and  wages  ;  the  larger 
proportion  of  the  remainder  was  due  to  higher  costs  and  in¬ 
creased  quantities  in  the  provisions,  dispensary  and  domestic 
groups. 

Expenditure  exceeded  ordinary  income  by  £40,119. 
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Id.  IN  THE  £  SCHEME. 

In  spite  of  the  shadow  of  coming  events  in  the  shape  of 
nationalisation,  the  contributors  and  their  employers  have 
maintained  their  loyal  and  practical  support.  The  ordinary 
income  of  the  hospital  benefited  to  the  extent  of  £23,616  and 
although  this  was  £6,466  less  than  in  1945,  it  has  gratefully  to 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Contributory  Scheme  also  “  made 
good  ”  the  deficit  on  the  previous  year’s  accounts  amounting  to 
£18,094,  so  that  we  received  in  all  the  substantial  sum  of 
£41,710. 

It  is  a  sad  reflection  that  a  magnificent  voluntary  effort 
like  this  should  disappear  with  the  coming  of  the  State-financed 
hospital.  The  only  justification  for  such  a  change  will  be  an 
ever  greater  and  more  complete  hospital  service  for  the  com¬ 
munity  when  the  financial  background  is  secured  by  the  State. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  great  body  of  contributors  will  find 
other  outlets  for  their  proved  spirit  of  service  and  support. 

Meantime,  it  is  the  pleasant  duty  of  the  Board  to  record 
once  more  their  gratitude  to  those  who  have  worked  to  achieve 
such  a  splendid  result  and  to  say  “  thank  you  ”  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  support. 

LEGACIES,  ETC. 

Legacies  amounting  to  £11,900  were  received,  gratefully 
acknowledged,  and  placed  in  Reserve  Account.  The  sum  of 
£18,094,  mentioned  above,  was  also  added  to  that  Account. 

LINEN  LEAGUE. 

The  Linen  League  provided  the  hospital  with  linen,  gar¬ 
ments  and  material  to  the  value  of  £820. 10s.  5d.  thus  continuing 
unabated  their  very  practical  aid  in  the  work  of  the  hospital. 
Many  tributes  have  been  paid  from  time  to  time  by  the  Hon¬ 
orary  Surgeons  to  the  valuable  assistance  which  the  Linen 
League  gives  in  ensuring  that  adequate  supplies  of  bed  linen, 
etc.,  are  available  for  the  patients.  This  has  no  small  bearing 
on  the  post-operative  comfort  and  sense  of  well  being  of  those 
who  pass  through  the  wards. 

The  Board  here  express  the  gratitude  of  all  those  patients 
to  the  loyal  band  of  ladies  who,  with  the  able  guidance  and 
example  of  Lady  Stephenson  and  Mrs.  Meggitt,  have  given 
another  year’s  service  in  this  extremely  practical  manner. 

TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 

Medicae  Students. 

During  the  year  26  Medical  Students  in  the  Medical  School 
of  the  University  of  Sheffield  completed  the  required  course  in 
gynaecology  and  obstetrics  in  residence  at  the  Jessop  Hospital. 
Students  from  other  Universities  have  also  been  granted  the 
training  facilities  of  the  hospital. 
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Post-Graduate  Courses. 

Three  Medical  Officers  returned  from  the  Forces  entered 
upon  Post-Graduate  Courses  at  the  hospital. 

Pupil  Mid  wives. 

I'ifty-six  pupil  midwives  completed  Part  1  of  their  training  ; 
54  entered  the  examination  ;  53  passed  and  45  proceeded  to 
complete  their  training  at  Part  2  schools.  Those  results  are 
very  gratifying. 

General  Nursing  Trainees. 

The  first  group  of  student  nurses  receiving  their  general 
training  at  the  Sheffield  School  of  Nursing  entered  the  Jessop 
Hospital  unit  for  gynaecological  nursing  in  January.  During 
the  year  63  of  those  “  circulating  nurses  ”  passed  through 
the  wrards. 

Miss  D.  M.  Biddle  resigned  as  Supervising  Tutor  to  take 
up  a  similar  appointment  in  Plymouth  after  giving  excellent 
and  fruitful  service  to  the  School  of  Nursing  during  the  first 
and  therefore  difficult  years  of  its  existence.  She  is  succeeded 
by  Miss  A.  Hanvey,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  D.N.,  who  was  trained 
at  the  London  Hospital. 

“  Ranfall,”  15,  Ranmoor  Park  Road,  was  purchased 
jointly  by  the  three  voluntary  hospitals  comprising  the  School 
and  will  commence  to  function  as  a  Preliminary  Training 
School  in  July,  1947. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesic  Courses. 

Thirty-seven  practising  midwives  employed  by  the  hospital 
and  by  Local  Authorities,  and  48  pupil  midwives  being  trained 
at  the  hospital,  received  instruction  in  the  administration  of 
gas  and  air  analgesia,  and  gained  certificates  of  proficiency. 


BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

As  reported  in  an  addendum  to  last  year’s  Report,  Mr. 
James  Henderson  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  onerous  duties  of 
Chairman  of  the  Board  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Governors. 
By  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Board  a  Ward  was  named 
“  The  James  Henderson  Ward  ”  to  commemorate  with 
gratitude  the  long  service  Mr.  Henderson  had  given  to  the 
hospital.  The  Ward  was  dedicated  and  named  at  a  gathering 
of  friends  of  the  hospital  and  an  illustration  of  the  Plate  is 
given  in  this  Report. 

Mr.  Thos.  G.  Sorby  who  had  been  a  Member  of  the  Board 
since  1921  and  Vice-Chairman  for  18  years,  was  elected 
Chairman.  Mr.  W.  B.  Siddons  accepted  office  as  Vice-Chairman. 

The  Governors  at  their  Annual  Meeting  elected  Col.  Wm. 
Howson,  Honorary  Treasurer.

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  claims  upon  the  time  and  skill  of  the  Hon.  Surgical 
Staff  continue  unabated  and  have  been  met  so  far  as  the 
capacity  and  facilities  of  the  hospital  permitted. 

For  their  devoted  service  to  the  patients,  thanks  are  once 
more  gratefully  expressed  to  the  Hon.  Surgeons,  Mr.  John 
Chisholm  and  Mr.  J.  Eric  Stacey,  and  to  the  Hon.  Assistant 
Surgeons,  Mr.  Glyn  Davies  and  Mr.  Leslie  B.  Patrick. 

Professor  Naish,  as  Hon.  Paediatrician,  and  other  Hon. 
Consultants  rendered  valued  service  during  the  year. 

Changes  in  the  composition  of  the  Medical  Staff  included 
the  resignations  to  take  up  other  appointments  of  Professor 
G.  A.  Clark  (Hon.  Physiologist),  and  Professor  Wilson  Smith 
(Hon.  Bacteriologist),  and  the  Board  express  their  appreciation 
of  their  valued  services.  Professor  D.  H.  Smyth  and  Professor 
C.  Beattie  were  appointed  to  the  vacancies. 

The  sudden  and  tragic  death  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Green,  Surgical 
Registrar,  only  15  months  after  his  return  to  the  Jessop 
Hospital,  following  distinguished  Army  service  at  home  and 
overseas,  deprived  the  Hospital  of  an  efficient  surgeon  and  the 
staff  of  an  esteemed  colleague.  Mr.  Green  was  destined  to  go 
far  in  his  profession  and  to  uphold  the  high  reputation  of  the 
Jessop  Hospital  if  he  had  been  spared  to  continue  his  work 
here.  The  return  home  to  Canada  of  Mr.  W.  J.  McCord  who 
had  efficiently  served  the  hospital  as  Registrar  during  most 
of  the  War  years  was  also  a  much  regretted  loss. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Newbold,  M.A.,  F.R.C.S.,  M.R.C.O.G.  and 
Mr.  S.  J.  Barr,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  B.A.O.,  M.R.C.O.G.  have  been 
appointed  Registrars. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Hopewell,  B.Sc.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  was  appointed 
Assistant  Pathologist. 

HON.  CHAPLAIN. 

The  Rev.  W.  Garlick,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  St.  Georges'  was 
appointed  Hon.  Chaplain  to  the  Hospital. 

STATUARY  GROUP,  ETC. 

A  very  pleasant  ceremony  took  place  in  October  when  a 
Statuary  Group,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Miles  H.  Phillips,  who  was 
Senior  Surgeon  from  1921  to  1935,  was  unveiled  in  the  main 
entrance  hall.  The  statuary  depicts  “  Motherhood,”  and  was 
executed  by  Miss  Rosamond  Praeger,  Belfast.  It  is  illustrated 
elsewhere  in  this  Report,  and  has  been  greatly  admired  by 
visitors  to  the  hospital. 

At  the  same  time,  Mr.  Phillips  presented  a  commemoration 
plate  to  be  fixed -to  the  building  in  Figtree  Lane  which  was  the 
original  Sheffield  Hospital  for  Women  (also  illustrated).

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NURSING  STAFF. 

Under  the  efficient  control  of  the  Matron,  Miss  N.  W. 
Horton,  the  nursing  staff  met  all  demands  upon  their  services, 
and  many  expressions  of  gratitude  were  received  from  patients 
for  those  kindly  ministrations.  The  number  of  nurses  and 
midwives  has  been  well  maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
Board  are  grateful  that  shortage  in  nursing  staff  lias  not  been 
one  of  their  anxieties. 


DOMESTIC  MANAGEMENT. 

Miss  S.  M.  Harrison,  Dietitian  and  Food  Supervisor,  re¬ 
signed  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  London,  having  given 
three  years’  excellent  service  as  the  first  holder  of  that  new 
Office.  The  Board  decided  to  re-arrange  the  domestic  side  of 
the  hospital  by  appointing  a  Domestic  Manageress,  who  would 
have  charge  of  all  domestic  personnel  and  services  other  than 
those  in  Wards  and  adjuncts — an  arrangement  recommended 
for  all  hospitals  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  King  Kdward 
Hospital  F und — thus  leaving  the  Matron  free  to  devote  more 
of  her  time  and  experience  to  the  supervision  of  nursing  and 
midwifery. 

Miss  G.  M.  Kiddy,  who  had  had  extensive  catering  and 
domestic  management  experience,  was  selected  to  take  charge 
of  the  department,  and  she  will  have  a  cook-dietitian  on  her 
staff.  The  new  arrangements  are  proving  of  benefit  to  all. 


DOMESTIC  CONDITIONS. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Government  a  Joint  National 
Council,  representative  of  hospital  authorities  and  employees 
other  than  professional  and  technical  staffs,  was  established 
and  has  explored  the  whole  field  of  male  and  female  domestic 
service  in  hospitals.  The  resulting  Report  and  Recommend¬ 
ations  as  to  wages  and  conditions  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Board  with  substantial  benefit  to  the  employees  concerned. 
The  hospital  is  affiliated  to  the  Yorkshire  Provincial  Council 
of  the  National  body  and  has  given  effect  to  the  various  awards 
with  local  application  in  supplementation  of  the  National 
scales  and  conditions.  Those  awards  have  constituted  a 
considerable  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  hospital  and,  together 
with  increases  recommended  by  other  bodies  dealing  with 
nursing  and  professional  staff,  have  contributed  largely  to  the 
deficit  in  the  year’s  accounts.  The  wages  and  conditions  of 
hospital  employees  now  compare  favourably  with  those  in 
most  other  spheres,  and  it  is  hoped  this  will  result  in  adequate 
staffing  of  all  hospitals  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 
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STRUCTURAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  extension  of  the  kitchen  has  now  been  completed 
and  provides  much  improved  scope  and  amenities  for  this  most 
essential  department. 

The  Ante-Natal  Out-Patient  Department  is  nearing  com¬ 
pletion  and  will  be  in  use  soon. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  to  the  prepar¬ 
ation  of  plans  of  a  new  Teaching  Block,  including  a  large 
Gynaecological  Out-Patient  Department,  and  extensive 
laboratory  accommodation.  The  plans  were  completed  and 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  towards  the  end  of  the 
year.  Much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board  and  Medical  Staff,  the 
Ministry  have  decided  that  the  Block  as  planned  must  await 
the  decision  of  the  new  Board  of  Governors  to  be  constituted 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  but  this  delay  would, 
unfortunately,  have  ensued  in  any  case  owing  to  the  present 
difficulties  as  regards  materials  and  labour.  It  is  hoped  that 
some  progress  may  be  possible  soon  in  providing  the  urgent 
requirements  of  the  hospital  in  respect  of  out-patient  and 
laboratory  services. 

THANKS. 

The  continued  support  of  subscribers  in  these  difficult 
times,  when  expenses  are  increasing  and  State  aid  is  still  a 
thing  of  the  future,  is  very  gratifying  to  the  Board,  and  they 
record  their  grateful  appreciation. 

Thanks  are  also  given  for  generous  grants  from  the  Town 
Trustees,  Church  Burgesses’  Trust,  Alexandra  Rose  Day 
Committee,  Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  and  for  donations  from 
other  sources. 

Gifts  in  kind  have  been  generous  and  special  thanks  are 
extended  to  the  people  of  the  British  Commonwealth  and 
Empire  and  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  British 
Red  Cross,  whose  gifts  of  linen,  hardware,  clothing,  foodstuffs 
and  miscellaneous  comforts  have  been  of  inestimable  value  in 
these  days  of  rationing  and  scarcity. 

THE  FUTURE. 

The  days  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  as  such  are  literally 
numbered.  By  this  time  next  year  (according  to  present 
plans)  the  new  Health  Service  will  have  commenced  and  all  the 
hospitals  will  have  passed  into  the  ownership  of  the  State.  In 
the  words  of  the  Act,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  — 

“  to  promote  the  establishment  in  England  and  Wales  of 
<c  a  comprehensive  health  service  designed  to  secure 
“  improvement  in  the  physical  and  mental  health  of  the 
“  people  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  prevention, 
'‘diagnosis  and  treatment  of  illness,  and  for  that  purpose 
“  to  provide  or  secure  the  effective  provision  of  services.” 
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Now  that  the  Bill  has  become  an  Act,  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
within  the  hospital  service  to  prepare  for  the  coming  of  this 
new  era  when  every  person  will  be  entitled  to  all  forms  of 
medical  and  surgical  treatment  from  that  by  the  general 
practitioner  to  the  highly  specialised  service  of  the  hospitals. 
The  Jessop  Hospital  has  been  pre-eminent  in  providing  treat¬ 
ment  of  midwifery  and  diseases  peculiar  to  women,  together 
with  the  training  of  future  doctors,  nurses  and  midwives. 
The  Board  have  decided  that  everything  that  can  be  done  will 
be  done  in  those  few  remaining  months  of  voluntary  manage¬ 
ment  to  maintain  and  where  possible  improve  those  facilities 
so  that  the  Jessop  Hospital  may  be  handed  over  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  as  a  building,  and  to  the  new  Board  of  Governors  for  its 
management,  in  the  highest  state  of  efficiency.  Although 
then  the  control  of  the  service  given  to  the  women  of  Sheffield 
and  district  for  83  years  will  pass  into  other  hands,  the  Board 
are  confident  that  the  far-famed  medical  and  nursing  reputation 
of  the  Jessop  Hospital  will  be  maintained  and,  they  hope,  will 
expand  in  a  still  wider  field  of  service  to  the  community. 

The  Board  feel  sure  that  during  the  few  remaining  months 
of  their  regime  they  can  rely  upon  the  continued  support  of  all 
subscribers  and  helpers  without  whose  aid  in  the  past  the 
J essop  Hospital  could  not  have  provided  the  care  and  treatment 
to  which  so  many  women  of  Sheffield  and  the  surrounding 
area  have  so  often  paid  grateful  tribute.

Note  to  Solicitors  and  intending  Donors. 


Although  all  hospital  buildings  will  be  transferred  to 
the  ownership  of  the  State  on  the  “  appointed  day  ” 
(5th  July,  1948),  capital  funds  are  not  so  transferred. 
In  the  case  of  a  teaching  hospital  or  group  of  teaching 
hospitals  (the  Jessop  Hospital  is  a  teaching  hospital), 
all  reserve  funds  and  future  additions  by  legacies, 
etc.,  will  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Governors  to  be 
used  for  such  purposes  relating  to  hospital  services  or 
research  as  the  Board  think  fit.  As  full  maintenance 
cost  will  be  borne  by  the  State,  the  value  to  a  hospital 
of  such  a  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  in  accordance  with 
local  needs  by  local  decisions,  is  apparent.  The  Board 
will  be  grateful  if  intending  donors  will  keep  this  in 
mind  when  considering  bequests  and  hope  that  Solicitors 
will  inform  their  clients  of  this  position  when  asked  to 
advise. 

Any  person  wishing  to  bequeath  by  Will  a  Legacy 
to  this  Charity  is  desired  to  do  so  in  the  following  form  : —

School  for  intending  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors. 

Approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Central  Mid  wives’  Board. 


The  Hospital  is  approved  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  and 
recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  a  Training  Institution 
under  New  Section  B  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  Rules. 

The  new  Rules  divide  training  into  two  parts  of  six  months 
each  for  intending  midwives  who  are  already  Trained  Nurses. 
An  examination  will  be  held  after  each  period  of  six  months  and 
only  students  who  pass  the  second  examination  will  be  admitted 
to  the  Roll  of  Mid  wives. 

For  intending  Health  Visitors  training  consists  of  one  period 
of  six  months. 

The  Jessop  Hospital  provides  midwifery  courses  for  Health 
Visitors  and  intending  midwives  for  Part  1  of  their  training. 

Pupils  must  make  their  own  arrangements  for  Part  2  of  the 
training  but  a  list  of  approved  schools  is  provided. 

Pupils  are  received  mainly  from  General  Training  Hospitals 
in  Sheffield  and  District,  but  there  are  a  limited  number  of 
vacancies  for  other  pupils.  Grants  are  payable  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  under  certain  conditions  and  pupils  who  fulfil  these  con  - 
ditions  and  therefore  become  eligible  for  grants  will  receive  salary 
at  the  rate  of  £85  per  annum  (which  includes  the  grant)  during 
both  periods  of  training.

Extracts  from  Regulations  and  Charges. 

Patients  are  admitted  only  upon  the  recommendation 
of  Members  of  the  Honorary  Surgical  Staff  of  the  Hospital. 
Consultation  fees  are  a  matter  for  arrangement  between  the 
Surgeon  and  the  patient. 

The  hospital  charge  is  at  the  rate  of  Nine  Guineas  per 
week  (day  of  admission  and  day  of  discharge  counting  as  one). 
This  includes  full  maintenance,  all  necessary  nursing,  and 
other  normal  services  but  not  professional  fees.  (The  hospital 
does  not  undertake  the  laundering  of  patients’  personal  clothing. 
Baby  clothing  will  be  provided  by  the  Hospital  for  use  during 
the  patients’  stay). 

The  Surgeon’s  fee  which  is  a  matter  for  arrangement 
between  the  Surgeon  and  the  patient,  will  not  exceed  Twenty 
Guineas.  The  fee  will  cover  all  necessary  professional  charges, 
except  the  fees  of  other  Consultants  which  will  be  payable  by 
the  patient  in  addition  should  the  services  of  other  Consultants 
be  required. 

During  the  first  week  after  confinement  a  patient  may  be 
visited  only  by  her  husband  (or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  near 
relative  nominated  by  the  patient  and  approved  by  the  Sister- 
in-Charge)  ONCE  DAILY  between  3  and  4  p.m.,  OR  between 

7.30  and  8.30  p.m. 

Afterwards  visitors  may  see  patients  (unless  visiting  is 
prohibited  in  any  particular  case  by  the  Surgeon  concerned) 
daily  from  3  to  4  p.m.  A  patient  may  also  be  visited  by  her 
husband  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  near  relative  from  7.30  to 

8.30  p.m. 

Only  one  visitor  at  a  time  will  be  permitted.  Children 
under  twelve  years  of  age  are  not  allowed  to  visit  patients. 
The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  close  the  Wards  to  visitors 
at  any  time. 

A  patient’s  own  doctor  may  visit  her  at  any  time,  pro¬ 
vided  such  visit  does  not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  any  Clergyman  or  Minister 
of  Religion  they  desire  at  any  time,  provided  such  visit  does 
not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

Patients  and  their  visitors  must  conform  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  hospital. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right,  which  they  may  exercise  at 
any  time  without  assigning  any  reason,  to  terminate  the  stay 
in  hospital  of  any  patient  ;  in  the  event  of  a  patient  being 
required  to  leave,  the  maintenance  charge  for  any  unexpired 
period  of  payment  will  be  refunded  to  her.

“  Letters  of  Recommend  ”  are  issued  to  private  subscribers 
only,  and  are  available  for  one  year.  There  are  two  forms — one 
for  In-Patients,  the  other  for  Out-Patients.  Patients  admitted 
with  an  In-Patient  Recommend  who  are  necessitous  poor  will  be 
treated  free.  Others  will  be  asked  to  contribute  towards 
maintenance  as  much  as  they  can  afford  up  to  35/-  per  week. 

Private  subscribers’  domestic  and  personal  servants  (both 
indoor  and  outdoor),  and  the  wives  and  children  of  these  servants 
will  be  treated  free  of  the  maintenance  charge  on  presenting  an 
“  In-patient  Letter  of  Recommend  ”  from  their  employer. 

Letters  of  “  Introduction.” 

“  Letters  of  Introduction  ”  are  issued  to  contributors  to  the 
“  Penny  in  the  Pound  ”  Scheme  and  their  dependents,  and 
patients  admitted  with  such  Letters  will  be  treated  free  of  any 
charge  for  maintenance. 

Note  :  Contributors  and  others  who  can  afford  to  pay  for 
medical  services  are  definitely  requested  not  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  free  facilities  of  the  Hospital,  which  is  intended  for  those 
persons  who  cannot  otherwise  obtain  the  desired  services. 

Letters  of  “Application.” 

“  Letters  of  Application  ”  are  issued  to  Firms,  Staffs,  Em¬ 
ployees,  Village  Festival  Committees,  etc.,  not  being  contributors 
to  the  “  Penny  in  the  Pound  ”  Scheme.  One  In-and  four  Out- 
Patient  Letters  are  issued  for  every  £21/-/-  contributed.  Patients 
admitted  with  such  Letters  will  be  treated  free  of  any  charge 
for  maintenance. 

Note  :  Each  “  Letter  of  Application  ”  covers  28  days  stay 
in  Hospital  ;  in  the  event  of  a  patient’s  stay  exceeding  that  time 
another  “  Letter  ”  is  required. 

MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT. 

In-Patients  are  admitted  with  one  of  the  following  “  Letters  ” — 
“Recommend,”  “Introduction,”  or  “Application.”  Those  who 
bring  a  “  Letter  of  Recommend  ”  pay  to  the  Hospital  the  whole  of 
the  Maternity  Benefit  they  receive  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Acts.  Patients  who  are  not  eligible  for  Maternity 
Benefit  pay  as  much  as  they  can  afford  up  to  35/-  per  week  towards 
maintenance,  excepting  the  necessitous  poor,  who  are  treated  free 
of  such  maintenance  charge. 

Contributors  to  the  “  Penny  in  the  Pound  ”  Scheme,  and  their 
dependents,  bring  a  “  Letter  of  Introduction  ”  and  pay  half  only  of 
the  Maternity  Benefit  they  receive.  Where  two  Maternity  Benefits 
are  received  the  amount  of  one  of  them  is  payable  to  the  Hospital. 
If  not  eligible  for  Maternity  Benefit  no  charge  for  maintenance  is 
made 

Maternity  Patients  treated  in  their  own  homes  present  an 
Out-Patient  “  Letter  of  Recommend,”  “  Introduction,”  or 
“  Application  ”  and  pay  a  proportion  of  the  Maternity  Benefit 

according  to  their  means.

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RULES 

OF 

The  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women. 


1. — That  this  Institution  be  called  “  The  Jessop  Hospital  for 
Women,”  and  that  its  objects  be  to  attend  cases  of  Midwifery  and 
of  diseases  peculiar  to  women. 

2. — -That  it  shall  consist  of  Patrons,  Patronesses,  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Trustees,  Honorary  Surgeons,  Treasurer,  Governors,  and 
such  other  Officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

3. - — -The  President  is  Thomas  Jessop,  Esq.,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  resignation  or  death  ;  on  either  event  a  President  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Governors  in  Annual  or  Special  General  Meeting 
assembled.  The  President  so  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
Annual  Meeting,  when  the  Governors  shall  elect  a  President  for  the 
ensuing  year,  the  outgoing  President  being  eligible  for  re-election, 
and  so  on  from  year  to  year. 

4.  — That  there  be  two  Vice-Presidents.  They  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  when  two  Vice-Presidents  shall 
be  elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  outgoing  Vice-Presidents  being 
eligible  for  re-election,  and  so  on  from  year  to  year. 

5. — That  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  this  Institution 
shall  be  vested  in  Trustees,  the  full  number  of  whom  shall  be  five. 
Whenever  this  number  is  reduced  to  two,  then,  but  not  before,  the 
vacancies  shall  be  supplied  by  three  new  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Governors  at  any  Annual  Meeting  or  Special  General 
Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  of  which  Annual  or  Special 
General  Meeting  not  less  than  21  days’  previous  notice  shall  be  given 
by  advertisement  in  one  or  more  of  the  Sheffield  newspapers.  The 
bankruptcy,  insolvency,  insanity,  or  resignation  of  any  Trustee  of 
the  property  of  the  Charity,  or  his  ceasing  to  reside,  or  ceasing  to 
have  a  place  of  business,  within  thirty  miles  of  the  Parish  Church 
of  Sheffield,  shall  create  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  and  upon  the  election 
of  new  Trustees,  the  trust  property  shall  be  conveyed,  assigned,  and 
transferred,  so  as  to  vest  in  the  respective  new  Trustees  jointly 
with  the  existing  Trustees. 

6.  — That  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  two  Honorary 
Surgeons,  one  Honorary  General  Physician,  and  two  Honorary 
Assistant  Surgeons.  The  question  of  any  increase  of  or  alteration 
in  the  composition  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  at  any  future 
time  to  be  decided  by  the  Board  of  Management. 

7.  — That  the  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  be 
elected  by  a  Committee  to  be  called  “  The  Election  Committee,” 
constituted  as  follows  : —

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The  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the  Trustees,  the  Treasurer, 
the  Board  of  Management,  and  such  of  the  Honorary  Surgeons  of 
the  Hospital  as  shall  at  the  time  of  an  election  be  members  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff,  with  the  addition  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  the 
Master  Cutler,  the  Town  Collector,  and  the  Capital  Church  Burgess 
of  Sheffield  for  the  time  being.  No  member  of  the  Election  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  exercise  more  than  one  vote,  except  the  Chairman  in 
the  event  of  an  equality  of  votes,  when  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote 
in  addition  to  his  single  vote.  No  proxies  shall  be  allowed.  The 
voting  at  all  elections  shall  be  by  ballot.  Canvassing  any  member 
of  the  Election  Committee  will  be  strongly  discouraged.  Seven 
members  of  the  Election  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


Subject  to  the  provision  for  re-election  hereinafter  in  this  Rule 
contained,  when  the  Board  of  Management  have  decided  to  fill  any 
vacancy  in  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  it  shall  be  advertised  in  two 
local  newspapers  and  in  a  weekly  medical  paper,  at  least  three  weeks 
before  the  date  of  election.  All  applications  must  be  received  by 
the  Secretary  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  election. 


Provided,  however,  that  the  Election  Committee  shall  have  the 
power  to  re-elect,  without  advertising  as  prescribed  above,  any 
member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  whose  term  of  office  has 
expired  by  effluxion  of  time,  when  such  member  is  eligible  and  offers 
himself  for  re-election. 


Every  candidate  for  election  as  a  member  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  shall  be  engaged  solely  in  consulting  practice.  Those 
who  are  candidates  for  election  as  Honorary  Surgical  Officers  shall 
be  engaged  solely  in  consulting  practice  in  obstetrics  and  gynaecology 
and  shall  be  Eellows  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England  or 
Scotland,  and  Fellows  or  Members  of  the  Royal  College  of  Obstet¬ 
ricians  and  Gynaecologists.  Subject  to  Rule  8,  the  appointment  of 
any  of  the  Honorary  Surgeons  shall  be  in  force  for  seven  years,  and 
the  appointment  of  the  Honorary  Assistant  Surgeons  for  three  years, 
the  holders  of  either  office  being  eligible  for  re-election. 


8.  — That  no  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  excepting 
those  in  office  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Rule,  shall  continue  in  office 
after  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  sixty-five  years. 

9.  — That  each  Honorary  Surgeon  shall  see  his  gynaecological 
out-patients  at  least  once  a  week  at  the  hospital,  and  his  in-patients 
at  least  twice  a  week.  Each  Honorary  Surgeon  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  treatment  of  his  own  patients  in  the  midwifery  department 
of  the  hospital  but  such  arrangements  as  the  Board  deem  necessary 
shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  after  consultation  with  the  Honorary 
Surgical  Staff  for  the  general  control  and  efficient  management  of 
the  department. 

10.  — That  the  Honorary  Assistant  Surgeons  shall  see  out-patients 
at  least  one  day  a  week,  admission  from  the  out-patients’  room  on 
that  day  to  be  under  the  care  of  the  Honorary  Surgeon  whose  day 
it  would  otherwise  be.  They  shall  assist  at  operations  when  re¬ 
quired  ;  take  charge  during  the  absence  of  any  Honorary  Surgeons 
for  more  than  three  days  ;  attend  in  the  event  of  further  assistance 
being  required  by  the  House  Surgeon  at  an  external  Midwifery  case  ; 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  Honorary  Surgeon  for  the  month,  act  for 
him  in  any  emergency  in  the  Maternity  Department.  The  Honorary 
Assistant  Surgeons  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  Beds. 
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11.  — That  any  Honorary  Surgeon  of  the  Institution  who  shall 
have  remained  in  office  21  years  or  upwards  shall,  on  his  resignation, 
be  of  right  an  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon  of  the  Institution,  and 
any  Honorary  Surgeon,  on  retiring,  may  be  appointed  Honorary 
Consulting  Surgeon  at  any  Annual  or  Special  General  Meeting  if 
the  Governors  then  present  personally  or  by  proxy  think  fit  to 
acknowledge  his  services  in  that  manner.  The  Board  may  allocate 
to  such  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeons,  for  such  period  as  the  Board 
think  fit,  the  use  of  not  more  than  six  beds.  Such  Honorary  Consult¬ 
ing  Surgeon  shall  be  a  Governor  of  the  Institution  and  have  the 
privileges  attaching  to  an  Annual  Subscription  of  two  guineas. 

12.  — That  the  Treasurer  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next 
Annual  Meeting,  when  the  Governors  shall  elect  a  Treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  year,  the  out-going  Treasurer  being  eligible  for  re-election, 
and  so  on  from  year  to  year.  Any  casual  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Treasurer  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Board  hereinafter  mentioned, 
whose  appointee  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting, 
when  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  pursuant  to  this  Rule. 

13.  — That  Annual  Subscribers  of  £1  Is."  and  upwards  shall  be 
Governors  ;  Donors  past  or  future  of  £10  10s.  and  upwards  are,  or 
shall  be,  Life-Governors  ;  and  any  Clergyman  or  Minister  of  any 
denomination  who  has  presented,  or  shall  present,  a  congregational 
collection  not  made  on  “  Hospital  Sunday/’  of  £10  10s.  or  upwards, 
shall  become  a  Governor  for  ten  years  or  for  so  much  of  ten  years  as 
he  shall  remain  the  Clergyman  or  Minister  of  the  place  of  worship 
where  the  collection  was  made  :  he  shall  have  two  tickets  of  recom¬ 
mendation  annually,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  any  Annual 
or  Special  General  Meeting.  Firms,  Friendly  Societies,  and  Public 
Bodies  in  general  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  individuals 
subscibing  a  similar  amount,  or  making  donations,  to  the  privileges 
of  private  donors  for  the  ten  years  next  following. 

14.  — That  the  management  of  the  Institution  be  vested  in  a 
Board  consisting  of  twelve  Governors,  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  of  the  following  officers,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  Board,  that  is  to  say,  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Trustees, 
Hon.  Treasurer  and  Honorary  Surgeons.  The  Board  shall  meet 
once  a  week  or  as  often  as  they  deem  necessary.  Three  members  of 
the  Board  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  Board  may  also  form  a  House 
or  other  Committee  as  occasion  may  require,  and  fix  the  quorum 
thereof. 

15.  — That  a  General  Meeting,  herein  called  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Governors,  shall  be  held  annually  in  the  month  of  February, 
or  at  such  later  date  before  the  31st  July  as  shall  be  found  more 
convenient  by  the  Board,  and  that  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by 
advertisement  in  one  or  more  of  the  Sheffield  newspapers  and,  if 
thought  necessary,  by  circular  to  each  Governor,  at  least  twenty-one 
clear  days  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting.  At  this  meeting  a  Report 
of  the  Board — medical,  domestic,  and  financial — shall  be  presented. 

16.  — That  an  Auditor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governors  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

17.  — That  the  Board  may  at  any  time  call  a  Special  General 
Meeting  of  the  Governors,  at  which  not  less  than  twelve  shall  form 
a  quorum.  Twenty-one  days’  notice  of  such  meeting,  specifying  its 
object,  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  one  or  more  of  the  Sheffield 
newspapers,  and,  if  thought  necessary,  by  circular  to  each  Governor. 
The  Board  shall  at  any  time  call  a  Special  General  Meeting  on  the 
requisition,  in  writing,  of  any  twelve  Governors,  twenty-one  days’ 
notice  to  be  given  as  before-named  of  such  meeting,  stating  the 
business  to  be  brought  forward  thereat. 
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18.  — That  two  or  more  ladies,  being  Governors,  Governors’  wives, 
or  adult  members  of  families  of  Governors,  shall,  at  the  last  Board 
Meeting  in  each  month  be  appointed  House  Visitors  for  the  ensuing 
month,  and  notice  of  such  appointment  shall  be  given  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  to  each  of  the  parties  appointed.  A  book  shall  be  provided  in 
which  the  House  Visitors  shall  record  their  visits  and  make  any 
remarks  which  they  may  wish  to  bring  under  notice  to  the  Board. 

19.  — That  at  the  Annual  or  Special  General  Meetings  Governors 
vote  as  follows  : — Donors  of  £10  10s.  and  Subscribers  of  £1  Is.,  one 
vote,  and  so  on  in  proportion  to  their  respective  contributions  ;  but 
no  person  shall  have  more  than  five  votes.  No  Donor  or  Subscriber 
of  less  than  six  months’  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

20.  — That  Subscriptions  become  due  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year,  and  that  an  Annual  Subscriber  whose  subscription  is 
unpaid  after  twelve  months  shall  not  be  qualified  to  vote. 

21.  — That  all  Governors  living  at  a  distance  of  ten  miles,  and 
ladies  may.  by  proxy  in  writing,  appoint  any  Governor  to  vote  for 
them  at  any  Annual  or  Special  General  Meeting.  Persons  confined 
to  their  homes  by  sickness  or  lameness  may  exercise  the  same  privi¬ 
lege,  provided  their  proxy  produce  with  his  appointment  a  certificate 
from  a  physician  or  surgeon  of  the  illness  of  the  absentee.  Governors 
attending  their  duties  as  Members  of  Parliament  or  who,  at  the 
same  time  are  absent  on  journeys,  or  otherwise,  at  a  distance  of 
twenty  miles  or  upwards,  shall  likewise  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy. 

22.  — That  all  elections,  if  contested,  shall  be  decided  by  ballot, 
and  all  questions  by  a  majority  of  votes,  which  shall  also  be  taken 
by  ballot,  if  required.  At  any  contested  election  the  ballot  shall 
commence  so  soon  as  the  candidates  shall  have  been  duly  proposed 
and  seconded,  and  shall  terminate  not  later  than  four  o’clock  p.m. 
on  the  same  day.  In  all  cases  where  the  votes  are  equal  the  Chairman 
shall  have  a  casting  vote  in  addition  to  his  votes  as  a  Governor.

and  hereinafter  is  provided.  Recommends  will  only  be  accepted 
within  twelve  months  of  the  day  of  issue. 


24.  — That,  subject  to  these  Rules,  the  Board  have  the  power  to 
make  Bye-laws  and  to  control  all  the  arrangements  of  the  Institution. 

25.  — That  no  Rule  of  this  Institution  be  repealed  or  altered,  or 
new  Rule  made  except  at  Annual  or  Special  General  Meeting,  of 
which  notice  has  been  given  as  provided  for  by  Rules  15  and  17.
